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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dingwall et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,003,983). 

Dingwall et al. teaches of a cardiac monitoring system, that receives and 
analyzes EKG data (col. 1 lines 15-16). Dingwall et al. further teaches of using the EKG 
data to measure the deviation of the ST segment (col. 1 lines 61-63). Dingwall et al. 
also teaches that the ST segment data may indicate local blood flow problems (col. 1 
lines 30-37). Dingwall et al. also teaches of analyzing whether the ST data is normal, 
depressed or elevated (col. 3 lines 32-37). Dingwall et al. also teaches of establishing a 
normal value (pathological threshold) for the purpose of determining deviation of ST 
data (col. 1 lines 35-41). Dingwall et al. further teaches of normalizing deviations in the 
EKG data (col. 3 lines 37-46). Dingwall et al. also teaches of applying an analysis to the 
normalized EKG data and generating output indicative of the heart's condition (col. 4 
lines 9-22). 

It is inherent that the system and method as taught by Dingwall et al. is capable 
of detecting myocardial infarction, since Dingwall et al. teaches that the system and 
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method is used for monitoring the condition of the heart by analyzing ST data and 
deviations in EKG data which can be indicative of blood flow problems (col. 1 lines 33- 
37).
